which,has passed the upper cham- 
ber and is up for, debate in the 
house. The bill's language defies it 
as amending Act 202 ot'1025 "to re- 
gulate the practice of professional 
engineering, in order that the life, 
health, safety and welfare of the 
public may be belter protected." 


The new bill would: 
1. Forbid the practice of engi- 


neering in Arkansas by anyone not 
Already registered under the state 
law, except that an engineer-in- 
training might work as an employe 
under an Arkansan duly registered. 


2. Non-residents having no of- 


fice in the state are limited to 30 
days' practice in Arkansas, provid- 
ing, however, that they arc duly 
accredited engineers in their own 
state or country. 


There is a good deal more to this 


rigamarqle, and all of it is obvious- 
ly less concerned with the welfare 
of the public than with the welfare 
of the ongincc 
It would occur 


to the,'average man that in the 
case of'-skilled ,|alent such as engi- 
neers there is an obvious recipro- 
city between states — you honor 
the credentials of the men we. 
'trained and we'll honor .yours. This 
exclusive stuff is pretty sour.
